There is the reason- 
able protest against associating in 
the old way the imperfect morality of 
some parts of the Old Testament with 
the highest religion. The protest was 
delayed by the habit of spiritualizing 
passages when they conflicted 
Christian teaching, reading mystk 
meaning into details, and evading dil- 
ficulties with some slight-of-hand per- 
formance.
